Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  22nd  Annual  Report 
being  that  for  the  year  1948. 

The  birth  rate  shows  some  slight  decline  but  not  of  any 
concern. 


The  death  rate  is  the  lowest  for  ten  years  which  is  an  in- 
dication that  conditions  of  living  have  generally  improved. 

Infant  mortality  at  60  judged  by  the  average  of  the  past 
ten  years  is  satisfactory  but  still  somewhat  higher  than  that  of 
the  County. 

Notifications  of  Infectious  Disease  were  increased,  not  how 
ever,  to  epidemic  standard.  There  were  two  deaths  from  Diph 
theria  both  in  non  immunised  children. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  deaths  from  carclio  vascular 
diseases  dropped  from  107  to  86.  It  may  be  due  to  the  fact 
that  people  are  not  asked  to  strive  so  hard. 

Deaths  from  Tuberculosis  increased  from  7 to  14.  There  is 
no  doubt  that  the  facilities  for  treatment  are  decidedly  lacking. 
Patients  wait  months  for  admission  to  Sanitoria  and  the  problem 
recpiires  urgent  attention. 

I again  record  with  pleasure  my  sincere  appreciation  of  the 
help  afforded  me  at  all  times  by  the  Council  Officials,  partic- 
ularly the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  his  staff,  and  I acknowledge 
with  gratitude  the  consideration  and  help  of  the  Members  of 
the  Council. 

I would  draw  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  the  large 
proportion  of  houses  which  still  depend  upon  ash  closet  or  privies.

Water  Supply. 

With  the  exception  of  a few  isolated  farms  and  cottages  the 
district  draws  its  water  from  the  mams  of  the  Durham  County 
Water  Board. 


Speaking  generally,  the  supply  has  been  satisfactory  and  two 
sources  of  complaint  previously  reported  have  been  dealt  with,  the 
details  of  which  were  as  follows  : — 


(a)  Pringle  Place,  New  Brancepeth. 


Difficulties  of  water  supplies  have  been  experienced  for  many 
years  at  about  one  third  of  the  88  houses  on  this  Council  Site,  due 
to  the  altitude  being  just  below  that  of  the  local  reservoir.  On 
many  occasions  water  could  not  be  drawn  between  the  hours  of 
10  a.m.  and  6 p.m. 
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(b)  Brandon  Village. 

This  Village  was  situated  at  a higher  altitude  than  tiie  local 
reservoir,  which  made  it  necessary  to  have  the  water  pumped  from  a 
collecting  tank  situated  in  the  Brandon  Hospital  grounds,  to  a 
storage  tank  in  the  Village,  from  there  the  water  was  laid  on  to 
stand  pipes  in  the  Village  street,  and  to  a number  of  houses.  Mech- 
anical breakdown  at  times  interrupted  the  supply  and  there  have 
been  times  when  leading  water  by  cart  was  necessary. 

The  introduction  of  a new  source  of  water  supply  from  New 
Brancepeth  Colliery,  which,  after  clarification  is  pumped  to  a 
reservoir  at  Pithouse  has  made  it  possible  to  give  the  inhabitants 
of  Pringle  Place  and  Brandon  Village  a gravity  supply. 

At  present  30  of  the  50  houses  occupied  in  the  Village  have 
the  water  laid  into  the  house,  with  the  introduction  of  a gravity 
supply  there  is  no  reason  why  the  water  should  not  be  connected 
to  the  other  20  houses. 

(c)  Isolated  farms  and  cottages  not  connected  with  main  water  supply. 

The  undermentioned  farms  receive  their  water  supply  from  a 
spring  situated  near  Weather  Hall.  The  water  is  first  pumped 
to  a collecting  tank  and  then  piped  to  the  farms  : — 

1.  Baal  Hill  Farm. 

2.  West  Brandon  Farm. 

3.  East  Brandon  Farm. 

4.  Standalone  Farm.

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  drainage  in  this  Area  is  on  the  combined  system,  but  the 
Council  have  now  decided  that,  in  future  development  schemes,  the 
drainage  shall  be  in  the  separate  system. 


Deerness  Valley  Sewerage  Scheme. 

A meeting  with  Lanchester  Rural  District  Council  is  being 
arranged  to  discuss  the  question  as  to  whether  the  present  Joint 
Works  at  Esh  Winning  should  continue  in  existence  or  whether  all 
the  existing  sewage  draining  into  these  Works  from  both  Lanchester 
and  Brandon  Areas  should  drain  into  a new  trunk  sewer  which  is 
proposed  for  the  whole  of  the  Valley. 

In  the  meantime,  every  effort  is  being  made  under  difficulties 
to  secure  the  best  possible  effluents  from  the  old  and  out-of-date 
works.

Public  Cleansing. 

The  scavenging  of  the  district  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour 
and  the  Council’s  Sanitary  Inspector  is  responsible  for  the  admini- 
stration and  supervision  of  the  work. 

Twenty  two  workmen  are  employed  in  this  Department,  two 
of  whom  are  chargemen,  one  a driver/mechanic,  six  are  driver/ 
fillers  and  the  remainder  labourer/fillers. 

A fleet  of  eight  vehicles  is  used  for  the  collection  and  disposal 
of  house  refuse  and  salvage.  Seven  of  these  vehicles  are  modern 
Karrier  Refuse  Collecting  Vehicles  and  one  a Bedford  2 Tonner, 
the  latter  being  used  chiefly  for  the  collection  of  salvage. 

There  are  approximately  5470  houses  and  340  other  premises 
dealt  with  each  week.  Bins  are  emptied  twice  weekly  and  earth 
closets  every  seven  days. 

Refuse  is  led  to  the  Council  Tips  situated  at  Brandon.  Ushaw 
Moor,  and  Esh  Winning.

Meat  Inspection  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  Sanitary  and 
Meat  and  Food  Inspector  at  the  Government  controlled  slaughter 
house  at  Meadowfield,  where  cattle,  sheep  and  pigs  are  slaughtered 
to  supply  the  needs  of  the  population  of  Durham  City,  Durham 
Rural  and  Brandon  & Byshottles  districts. 

As  previously  reported,  the  closest  co-operation  exists  between 
the  Council’s  Meat  and  Food  Inspector  and  the  slaughter  house 
manager  (Mr.  F.  Armstrong)  who  gives  all  possible  assistance  to 
facilitate  inspection.

General  Observatio  ns . 

The  standard  of  cleanliness  of  farms  and  dairies  has  been  ' 
maintained  during  the  year. 

Farm  Improvements—  Biggin  Farm,  New  Brancepeth  (T.  T.  Herd).- 

A large  implement  shed  at  this  farm  situated  at  right  angles  to 
and  adjoining  the  main  byre  has  been  converted  to  house  22  dairy 
cows.  The  byre  floors  and  channels  are  laid  in  cement  concrete, 
the  partition  stalls  are  also  of  concrete,  and  the  byre  interior  walls 
are  rendered  with  cement. 

The  lighting  is  provided  by  six  windows  (6  ft.  x 4 ft.)  with 
hopper  tops  which  not  only  provide  the  byre  with  satisfactory 
lighting  but  also  provide  through  ventilation.  The  byre  is  m all 
ways  satisfactory.  There  is  now  room  to  house  56  dairy  cows  at 
this  Farm. 
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It  is  also  intended  to  build  a new  modern  dairy,  to  enable  the 
whole  of  Milk  Production,  cooling  and  possibly  bottling  to  he  done 
under  the  one  roof  with  only  an  intervening  space  between  the 
byre  and  dairy. 

Fish  Fryers. 

The  premises  operated  by  ‘ Fish  Fryers  ’ have  been  visited 
regularly  during  the  year  and  the  conditions  as  regards  cleanliness 
and  general  management  have  been  found  satisfactory.

Factories. 

There  are  two  new  factories  at  Langley  Moor,  the  particulars 
of  which  are  : — 

(1)  Messrs  I.  & R.  Morley,  Ltd.  (Manufacturers  of  hosiery 
and  shirts). 

This  factory  employs  25  men  and  184  women. 

The  factory  has  a floor  area  of  24,281)  feet,  sup. 
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(2)  Messrs.  Hirst  & Thackway  (Raincoat  and  Clothing 
Manufacturers). 

This  factory  employs  approximately  22  men  and  205 
women. 

The  factory  has  a floor  area  of  36,053  feet  sup. 

In  addition  to  these  two  factories  there  are  31  small  factories 
operated  in  most  cases  by  individual  craftsmen  who  cam'  out  the 
trades  of  joiners,  tailors,  blacksmiths,  boot  repairers,  etc. 

Bakehouses. 

There  are  9 bakehouses  in  the  area,  two  of  which  are  whole- 
salers and  retailers  and  the  remainder  are  in  the  retail  trade  only. 

The  satisfactory  standard  of  cleanliness  at  these  premises 
has  been  maintained. 


Milk  Supplies. 

Milk  Marketing  Board  Creamery,  Langley  Moor. 

The  opening  on  the  14th  April,  1948,  of  the  Milk  Marketing 
Board  Creamery,  at  Langley  Moor,  marked  a new  phase  in  Milk 
Marketing  and  milk  distribution  in  this  and  surrounding  areas. 

It  is  now  possible  for  all  dairy  farmers  taking  part  in  the 
scheme  to  have  all  the  milk  produced  on  their  farms,  collected, 
pasteurised,  bottled  and  returned  ready  for  sale  to  their  registered 
customers. 

Pasteurised,  and  Pasteurised  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  is  now  „ 
available  to  every  householder  in  this  and  surrounding  areas. 

The  Creamery,  situated  at  Stone  Bridge,  is  built  on  an  island 
of  land  bounded  on  the  north  by  the  new  arterial  by-pass  road 
(Durham  to  Crook),  and  on  the  south  side  by  the  old  road. 

The  Creamer)'  commenced  operation  with  a through-put  of 

42.000  gallons  of  milk  per  week,  this  has  now  increased  to  over 

100.000  gallons  per  week. 

Tt  is  pleasing  to  report  that  this  Creamery,  its  buildings,  lay- 
outs, and  equipment  is  regarded  by  leading  authorities  in  the  trade 
in  general  as  the  best  and  most  up  to  date  pasteurising  and  bottling 
dairy  in  the  Country.
